Officers or members , as, the cage may be, of the rank specified in 
the corresponding entry in column ( 2 ) of the said Table .

number of such promotions shall not exceed 20 per cent of the 
number of promotiong made to the particular rank within the 
region or division at any given time and every case with the rea 
sons for such promotion shall be placed before the Chief Security 


Oficer . 


( 7 ) The age limit, length of service and other matters relating to pro 

motions and the procedure for determining the seniority on ap 
pointment or promotion shall be such as may be prescribed by 
regulations.
